Some growers reported finding lit­ 
tle damage so fat to their trees, 
while some refused to make any 
prediction as yet concerning how 
much their crops may have been 
hurt. 
With the next three weeks usually 
among those considered mast dan­ 
gerous by growers, because of the 
possibility of freezing 
weather, few 
were too optimistic about the pros­ 
pect at the present time for a good 
i rep 
I One grower pointer! out: 
It is 
[much too early to decide yet I had 
[some damage from coir! weather and 
J probably will have more before we 
I reach the period where ail we have 
, lo fear is hall, wind storms and in­ 
sects and fungus diseases, not lo 
mention what Hie price for fruit 
might be ’’ 
Another grower, taking a pessi­ 
mistic view. held that “even lf we 
do not lose the crop before we har­ 
vest, we probably will lose money 
I when we, sell it anyway.” 


b o o d P ra c tic e To 
Roll Sod Fields 


Honing .sod fields, which arc to be 
mowed for hay. in the spring before 
th* ground gets hard accomplishes 
several purposes, points out County 
Agent M T Hartmen. This practice. 
he says, once was regular routine on 
manv w*»ll-managed, good farms. 
Where clover and alfalfa have been 
h ayed out by freezing and thawing 
spring rolling presses some of the 
soil back around the roots. It. of 
course, does not push tire plants into 
the ground. 
Rolling also pushes back into the 
soil stones which have been heaved 
up by freezing This very greatly re­ 
ducer damage to mowing machines 
and to hay choppers.
